Its Location and Topography. 

^W YOKK, the chiet city of the United SUteH nnd the 
Ti Continent, is located at tho month of the Hud- 
1 River, in the aontbem part of the State of New 
York. The City HaU is in latitude 40°43'43" N. , longi- 
tude 74°0'3' W. , and the city occupies the county of the same name. 
It ooTere the whole of Manhattan Island and a portion of the main- 
land, and is bonnded on the south by New Yoc^Wy.; on the west 
by the Hudson or North River ; on the north by the city of Yon- 
kers and Westchester Connfcy,N.T.; on the east by the river Bronx, 
that separates it from Westchester County, and the Bast River, 
a narrow, salt-water ata-ait, dividing it from Long Island. It also 
iuoladea EandaiZ's, Ward's, and BlaokweU's Islands, in the Bast 
River ; and Qovernor's Inland, occupied by the U. S, Govem- 
Jnent ; Bedloe's and BHis' Islands, in the Bay. Spayten Duyvil 
Creek and Harlem River divide the city into two unequal por- 
tions, and make the northern boundary of Manhattan Island. 
The city is 10 miles long, and varies in width from afew hundred 
yards to 4J miles at the north part. Its area is about Hi square 
miles, or 36,500 acres, of which 1S,100 are on the mainland. Its 
location is both beautiful, healthful, and advantageous in a com- 
mercial sense. Its oonunodious bay, the Hndson River, the ne^h- 
boring aea, and the diversified country abont it, contribute to its at- 
traotivenesB, while its varied surface and extensive water front con- 
duce to its general heslthfnlnesB. Its harbor gives ample and safe 
anchorage for large fleets, and opens directly upoc the Atlantic, 
Its position in the center of the northern part of the coast makes 
it a natural entriport for the Middle States ; nnd the Hudson 
River, navigable foe nearly 150 miles, places it in i 
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aiTl OF NEW YORK. 

cation with the interior. The Erie Cnnal and several lines ol 
raili'oails place the city in reach of the Gr^at; West, and oa the 
oast, New Englacd almofct joins the citj. The State nud City of 
New Jersey fringe the opposite bank of the Hudson, and along 
the East River the city of Brootlyn and its neighboring towns 
form a, continuons city apon its eastern side. From the Batl>ery, 
at the southern end of iyisiiihattari Island, the view of the Buyi

Jersey Cil^', and the eiitranoa to the Hudson, presents one of the 
most acimated and beantifnl pictures to be found. The upper 
parti of the city lies opposite the Palisades, and is remarkable for 
its rnral and pictuiesque scenery. Its topography is at once 
favorable for business purposes and good dramage. The lower 
part of Manhattan Island, from the Battery north for about 3^ 
miles, is rolling and sandy in character. It theu xises slightly and

becomes very rooky. At Central Park, near the center of the 
city, it rises into broken hills; and northward, along' the river, 
the land ciseB to a beight of 338 feet at Washington Heights. 
Above the Idand the laad is billy and rough, with a great variety 
of Bcenerj. The lower part of the city has been muoh altered by 
filling and grading, and the origindJ width has been materially 
increased by filling in the rivers on both sides. The dty is com- 
pactly huilt up to 5Bth Street, at the sonthern end of Central 
Park ; and on the east of the Park it extends some 3| mll^ 
farther to the Harlem Bjver. This locatioti is sometimes known 
as Uarlem and Yorkville, being the sites of those villages. West 
of Central Park the population centers in the villaf^s of Bloom- 
ingdale and Uanhattanville. Nortti of these, along the Hudson, 
are Washington Heights, Inwood, Kingsbridge, Spnyten Duyvil, 
Mosholn, Biverdale, and Mount St. Vincent. Iforth of Harlem 
Biver are Mott Haven, MorriBania, West Farms, North New 
Tork, Fort Morris, Woodstock, Highbridgeville, Chuemont, Tre- 
mont, Mount Hope, Mount Eden, Fainuount, Belmont^ Fordham, 
and Williamsbridge. All of thera places are now included in 
New York City, and, as tbe city is rapidly spreading, It p 
to be one of the lat^esb and most populoos in the world. 

The Ways of Approach 

to New Tork are numerous, since it is it 
with all parts of the globe, either by sea or railroad. From 
the sea it Js approached from the south by. Sandy Hook 
through the Narrows, between Long Island on the east, 
and Stateu Island on tbe west, into New Tork Bay, pass- 
ing the great fortresses of Fort Tompkins and 'Fort Richmond 
on the west, or Staten Island shore, and Fort Hamilton on 
the east, or Lot^ Island shore, while old Fort Lafayette, 
of the "Great Rebellion" celebrity, stands in the bay, a short 
distance from the shore. At the confluence of the East and 
Hudson lUvers is Clovemor'a Island, distinguished by the circular 
fortress on its northern shore. The Cunord line of steamers 
lands its passengers at Jersey City; the Hamburg and German 
lines at Hoboken; while the Inman, White Star, Anchor, Na- 
tional and French lines, discharge theirs at different piers on the 
Hudson Biver, or west side of the city. There is another channel 
of approach from the sea through the Kills, between Staten

River piers — at Pock Slip and Ticinity ; while the Fall River, Ston- 
ington, PFOTJdence, Norwich and New London, and Boston oul.- 
hide lines, pass round the Battery and discharge at Koi:th or 
Hudson River piers. The Hudson Biver Bteajnboats all dischai^e 
on the west or North River side of the city. Passengers yia Now 
York and New Haven, Harlem, Hew York Central and Hudson 
River Railroads, are dropped at theGrEind Central Depot, East 
43d street and Fourth Avenue. All railroad passeugers from 
Boston and the East are landed at Grand Central Depot. The 
Pennsylvimia Bailroad lands its passengers by feiTy-boat, from 
Jersey City, at CortlanSt street and Deabrosses street. The Erie

Historical Sketch. 

Jean Verraaani, a Florentine naTigator, entered the Bay of New 
Tork in 1525, but, his explorationa being interrupted by aaudden 
storm, put to sea withont raaMngf a pennanent settlement. 

Manhattan Island waa first visited by Europeans in September, 
1609, when Heniy HudRon in hia jauht, ■' The Half Moon," 
entered the b^ and sailed up the river. The information he 
carried book to. Holland led to repeated yisita by Dutch traders, 
and in 1G24 a formal settlement was made. In 1839, under Petec 
lUiunet, Fort Amsterdam was built, and the entire island was 
putcliased of the Indians for $24, paid in goods. In 1664 the 
place was taken under English control, and the name was changed 
from New Amsterdam to New York. Inl673itwa8tetokenbjthe 
Dutch, but their occupancy was short, and it soon reverted to tlie 
English. From 1874 it began to grow rapidly, and at the time of 
the Revolution was a city nt SK,000 inhabitants. In the Revolu- 
tion it took an early and active part tall captured by the British 
in 1779. It was occupied by them till 1783, when it was finally 
evacuated at tJie close of the war. From 178o to 1790 New 
York was the seat of Government of the United States, President 
Washington, having been inaugurated in the old City Hall, then 
located at the comer of Nas^Lu and Wall streets. The free 
school system was foonded in 1805, and in!807 the Hndson waa 
first navigated with steamboats by Robert Fulton. The present 
system of streets north of Houston street waa pldnned in 1891, 
and the survey occuped ten years. The first steam ferry was 
opened in 1814, and in 1817 the first line of packets sailed for 
LiverpooL Gaa was introduced in 1825 and the Crotou water in 
1842. Several great fires have impeded the growth of the city, 
bntit has continually advanced northward, and seems, in time, 
destined to cover its entire area with stores and houses. The 
original charter of the city was granted by James II., of England, 
in 1680, Another was granted by George II., in 1730. This

charter wae of the moat liberal oharocter, and made New York 
practically a free cit;, and was the law till 1839, when a new 
charter was made by th" people Tbis charter, with its variotiB 
amendmenta, formed the baais of tlip present law of the city.

The Street SyEtem. 

Lite all of our older cities, New York at first spread its streets 
and avenuea in any direction that Eeemed at the time most oon- 
Tenieut. The origin^ aettlera had no conception of the ultimate 
destiny of their town, and they bailt their stores and hooses 
wherever they pleaeed exA with little regard to the street trafBo. 
The result was that the lower and older part of the citj, ionth rA 
HouBton Btreeii, became occupied in no particular order, and to- 
day la more or less irregular. The first streets were laid oat at 
right aisles with the water fronts, and as theHe were not parallel 
the Btreete did not meet at right angles. North of Houston 
street the city ia laid out on an admirable plan that is at once 
simple, conTeniect and easily underatood. Manhattan Island 
being long and narrow readily conformed to the American plan 
of streets at right angles. North and south the larger axis of 
the Island are the twelve great avenues that extend its entu» 
length. In addition to these are a number of shorter avennea 
that extend part of the way eaoh. These avenues are numbered 
and lettered from east to west. The most easterly, of the long 
avenues, is Avenne A. East of this, howevei-, are three ehorbei; 
avenues called B, C, and D, and named from west to east. The 
other avenues arc numbered from the ca^t. First Avenue is next

On the avenues the numbers are continuous from Bouth to 
north. On the croes-streete the numbeis extend west on streets 
TTest of Fifth Avenue, and east on the other Bide. The num- 
bets begin at Fiftli Avenue at No. ■ 1, and go to Sirth Avenue. 
Here a break is made, and the numbers begin at 100. At Sev- 
enth Avenue the nninbcrs begin at 3O0. At Eighth Avenue tin 
nniabeiB begin at 300 and so on. Going east the numbers begin 
at 1 next Fifth Avenne ; 100 at Fourth Avenue, and so on, the 
odd numbers being on the north side and the even numbers on the 
ionth of the cross streets. For instance, 326 West 5Tth street is on 
theaoutlieide at West OTth street, between Eighth and Ninth Ave- 
naei. No. 141 East SIststieet isontbenorthsideof the street, be- 
tweeu Fourth and Third Avenues. Central Park, extending from 
09thstreet to 110th street, and from Fifth Avenue to Eighth Avenue 
makes a Uank in this street plan so that nearly all the streets be- 
tween these, and Siitth and Seventh Avenues are cut in two. 65tli, 
?Sth,85th and 97th streets, however, cross under Qie Palk and ample 
roads ctrntiiiue the avenues north and south. These great ave- 
DneB ate almost wholly devoted to business, and above-FiiBt street 
the ctoes-streets are occupied by dwelling-honses. This makes 
the streets quiet and agreeable, and at the same time places all 
the atoces within easy reach. Below 14th street all the -streets 
ate invaded by business, and below Houston street warehouses 
and manufactories claim very nearly all of the space. To get a 
good idea of the character of New York City it is best to walk or 
tide through tJie great avenues. AU the public buildings, 
chnrchee, stores and institutions, are on the avenues or so near them 
as to be easily found, and to see them all, each avenue may be 
taken in turn, begiiming with the most important.

Manj of the most 
famous institutions, libraries, theaters and places of resort are in 
this neighborhood, and the dwellings of the people begin to fill the 
cross-streets. Grace Church, built in 184.'), and a fine specimen 
of olinrch architecture, stands on the comer of IWJi street, and 
makes a fit ending to this part of Broadway. The views both 
up and flown are fine, and serve to give the great avenue an artis- 
tic finish rarely possessed by oity streets. From this corner 
Broadway turns slightly to the west of north.

Statue nf Lineoln. Union Square was onoe the residence 
of the more fashionable people. It is now invaded by stores and 
hotels and ia devoted to hasinesB. On entering the square from 
Broadway the ZTnion Sgwire Theater and the Union, Place Hotd 
maybe fonnd on 14th Eti-eet,ofew doors to the east. A few steps 
beyond Fourth Avenue on 14th is the white marble f aijade of Stein- 
way & Son's piano-forte warerooma ; the Aotideiiiy of Muaia on the 
oomer of Irving Place, and still beyond Tanimiiny Hidl, both of 
tiem buildings celebrated in lieir way. On the west cocaet of 
Broadway and 14th street is the taU iron building of the Soniestio 
Sewing MucMae Oo-iaadnext to which is the fine dry-goods store, 
Le BoidHU^T Srothera, One door weat is the elagajit structure ol 
the Wht^er and Wilson Manufaeburiug Gampany. On the west 
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side ot the Snuara, just above 14tb street is the Spingler Soust^ 
and on the corner of IBth street is Tiffany & fo.'s great icon, store, 
a vast museum of silverware, jewelry and articles of elegance. 
On Fourth Avernie, on the coTner of 15th street, is the Union 
Square Hold. On the north side of the square, ou the corner of 
17th street, is the EMr:U Hcnue. Beyond Union Square Bi-oad- 
way eontianea in a northwesterly direction, and is crowded with 
stores of eveiy variety. The great dry-goods establishments of 
AriiM, CanMuUe S Co., on the comer of 10th street, and Zcfd 
& Ta^lm; on the comer of 30th, and J. <& 0. Johnson, on tlie cor- 







ner of 22d strents, make this part of Broadway very attractive 
and eqnal to any street of its character in the world. At 3Jst 
and 2Sd Btreeta are the Ma/iuon SgnaJ's and St. Qei-main Hotels, 
and near the comer of 33ii street is the Park Thetita: At 3;l(i 
street Broadway crosses Fifth Avenue and skirts the western 
side of 
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SSadiBOn Square. 

This <^eu Bpace, liberaliy supplied with trees, lawns and wtilks, 
wakea one of the most attractive and HttiMiig featurea of New 
York. On tie eaat is tie faraons Madison ATenne, the home of 
wealth and leSntiment, Broadway touolies ite sonthwest coi'ner, and 
the grand Fifth ivenue, known half round the world, forms its 
western side. East 33d and East 2Sth atreets make its southern 
and northern liuute. On every side raaj be eeen hotels that are 
polaoes, clab-honaes, costly beyond desoripfcion, and ohurchea and 
private dwelliugs that would be an honor to any city. Long vis- 
tas, open up and down tliree of the most remarkable streets in 
the country, while the life, animation and variety oifered at 
every moment bewilder and charm the intelligent observer. At 
the southwest comer of the Square, at the junction of Broadway 
and Fifth Avenue and 23d street, stands the great marble pile of 
the FifOi Aetwue BoteL On the comer of 24th street, stands the 
well-known A^marle Hold, and at 35th street is the celebrated 
Hnffman ttmue. At the triangle between Broadway, Fifth Av- 
enue and 24th street^ stands the stone shaA erected by, the city to 
the memory of General Worth. Immediately behind it is the 
palatial building of the Nem York Glub. Prom this point 
Broadway continues northwesterly towards 9ixth Avenue. Con- 
cerning the other building on the eastern and nortliem aides of 
Mfkdiaon Square, more may be found nnder the head of ' ' E^fth 
Avenne" and "Madison Avenue," on another pag^. Continningnp 
Broadway we And a number of first-class stores, and paaa , the <.%. 
Jamet' Ebtd, on the comer oC West UBth street. Between 37th 
and 38th streets, on the east side of Broadway, is the CrUtenden 
Ilotd: On the southeast corner at S7th street is the gigantic 
Utetens FamUy Hold, one of the most lofty and palatial struetares 
in the country. On the northwest comer is the Gulfauiii Route. 
A few steps west of Broadway, 'ou 98th street, is the fashionable 
Fifth J-wnue Theater. On the east side of Broadway, above 38th 
street, is the Sturteeanf House, and on the corner of HJlth street 
rises the towering front of the OUiieg Boumb. On the comer 
of Slst atreat is the well-known Grand Hotd, and near the same 
comer is the WineJtmteT Home. Near 30tb street is Wood^H Mnae- 
WW, que of the minor theaters. At 34th street Broadway orossea 
Sixth Avenue, and at the baae of the triangalar park between 
the twoatreete at 83d St., is the beautiful marble building of the 
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Dime BaviiigsBanh On the comer of West 33d street standB the 
impoBing Broadway Tabernaefe, KeT. Dr. Taylor, Pastor. Bejond 
this pomt Broadway ia in a transition state. This is tbe limit ot 
tbo fashionable retaiJ trade, ajid the Btreet is partly filled with an 
inferior oIbsb of stores, partially ooenpied with new famit; hotels 
and is partially unimproved. At 43d street are the St. Clmid and 
SoMnuire Sotdt. The Mhany, Saratoga, and ifiwjwrt are on the 
comers of W. 53d street, the SMkingh/tm at West B6th, and the 
Parin at Wert 57th street, all family hotels. At West 5&th street 
Broadway touches Eighth Avenue and ends at the oircle and the 
Boidfrard. Here is one of the entranoes to Central Park, and 
the neighborhood seems in time destined to he one of the great 
fashionable centers of the city. The Cirde Eotd occupies the 
block between Eighth Avenue and Broadway, and makes a fit 
endii^ to this remarkable street. Beyond this, the Bonlevaid, 
a wide avenue handsomely laid out, continues along the west side 
of the city, and over the heights of the Hudson, to Spnjten 
Doyril Creek and into Westchester Connty. 

FifUl AvenuB. 
Next to Broadway this is the most important and interesting 
street in New York. It is a broad, straight street, beginning at 
Washington Square in Waveriey Place, and extending in a north- 
erly direction, past the east side of Central Park, to Mount Morris 
Park, in Harlem. It is closely bnOt up as far as 59th street, and 
beyond tJtis point is being rapidly occupied- It already represents 
four miles ot costly and elegant residences and chnrchea, aod ia 
the one grand street to visit, even if nothing else is seen in tJle 
city. More beantifol than Broadway,it presents a charming suc- 
cession of fine buildings, and an endless procession of people, and 
turnouts rivaling anything of the kind in the world, and if it 
locks the animation and stir of the more popular and great busi- 
ness street, it amply compensates in finish and Mrtistic effect. 
Beginning at Wa^Mngton Sgua/re the first building of interest 
seen is the Brmooft Houit, on the N. E. comer of 8th street, one 
of the most elegant hotels in New York, C. C. Waite proprietor. 
It is celebrated for its quiet and I'efined surroundings, the snpa- 
rior excellence of the cuisine department, and the cultivated clasa 

At 9th street is (Ae Berkdey, a new family hotel, and on th« 
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N. W. comer of lOtli street is ae Ohui-di of the Aseenslcm, Kqt. 
Join Cotton Smith, Hector. On. the oppoaite oorner is the 
" Orosvmor,^' a family hotai. On the west aide of the avenue, 
between lltli and 13th etreeis, is the IHrst Presbyterian CTiKrdh. 
Oa tte N E comer of 14th stieet is Delmmiieo's Eegtfm.-~nt, 
the most clebiftted efctnblishment in New York. At 13th street 
is the Ssath House arranged m flats. At the N. W. corner 
of 18th. Btreet is the new Clndcsring Mvgia Hall, and the 
wareiooms for the pianoforte hooae of Chickering & Son. A 
few Etepa alove at Slet street ia the Manhattan Club Boitse.

The beautiliJ 
churches, oosUj residences, and palatial hotels, that for the neit 
mile line the streets, present a sight rarely met with in the world. 
The most wealthy and noted families of the city live hereabouts. 
The two brick honsea on the west side of the street, and between 
Wast 33d and 34th streets, are the residences of the .^«toryain% 
The great white marble palace on the. northwest comer of West 
34th street, is the residence of the late Mr. Alexander T. Stewart, 
and at the southeast comer of 4lBt street, is the home of Wm, 
B. Va/nd^mt The curious bnildtcg on the east sido between 
4lBt and 42d Streets, is the ItutgeT$ IwdUute, while opposite is 
the mBssive stone Crettm. Eeeerwir. At the comet of East 43d 
street, stands the beautilol Jmeish Temple. This bnitdiug, with 
its double towers and profuse and elaborate decoration, stands in 
high contrast to tJie Christian chnrches, and makes one of the 
most remarkable features of the avenue. At the corner of West 
4Gth street, is the plain brown stone church, made famous through 
the eioquence of its pastor, Bep. E. H. Chapin. The single 
lower just above East 45th street, marks the entrance to the 
beantiful church known as the Church of tk€ BtatenVy Best. 
.Tnst beyond, and filling the front of block between 46th and 47th 
streets, stands the celebrated Windsor Hotel, one of. the most 
elegant and costly hotels in the world. At the comer of West 
48th street, is the highly ornate and striking Dutch Me/orme^ 
Church, and at the comer of 50th street is the new Buckingham 
Hold. Filling the entire space between 50th and 51st streets, 
is the immense St. Pairkk'a CaUtedTol, the largest and finest 
edifice of the kind in America. Though unfinished, it is a 
marvel of architectural beauty, and if the visitor sees no'hing 
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else in New York, this will amply repay the trouble o£ a -risit. 
To understand its vast size and to see all its wonderful beauty, 
tie TiHitot should walk round the Square and view every Bide. 
The best view of tlie east end ta obtained from the southeast 
comer of BOtli street and Madison Avenue. The next chnroh on 
Fifth Avenue is 8t. 7'lvmat' Church, at the corner of 63d Street. 
At the Square, between. 51th and 56t)t streets, stand the buildinga 
of St. Li^^s Hoepitnl. and on the corner of 55th street is the 
new Fifth Avenme Freebgtenan Chunk, better known aa Dr. 
HiiiTi. Prom this point to 59th street, Fifth Avenue is lined 
with a number of remarkably flue -private residenoeB, and there 
tlie graudavenuetouohesCenttal Park, at the Scholars' Oate. Be- 
yond Uiis, the avenue keeps on the east side of the Pack, and 
■ultimately reaches Harlem. The avenae ia not wholly built up 
and preaentB few objects of iatereat, except the LeoBx Library, 
between TOIJi and Tlst Streets.

Though these avenues are not classed among tha great avennes, 
BB they are somewhat shorter, they rank next to Fifth Avenue in 
interest and importance. Msdisan Avenue begjus at East 23d 
street, at tbe southern end of Madison Sq;uare, and extends north 
betwoan Fourth and Fifth Avenues to Harlem. Lexington Avenue, 
including Irving Place, bcf^im at East 14th street and extends 
north between Fourth and Fifth Avenues to 63d street. They ace, 
aa it were, extra avenues inserted for a short distance between the 
great avenues, and both are moreor less occupied by the residences 
of the more wealthy paopla, Madison Avenue has a number of fine 
churches that may be briefly pointed out in order, beginnic^ at 
Madison Square. The first is the Madison Square Presbyterian 
Church, on the Bontheast corner of 34th street. At the southeast 
corner of 33th street ts the handsome buildii^ of the^^nio™ League 
Club. The ugly building filling the entire block between SStb and 
S7th streets wasereoted by Mr. F. T. Bamum, as a place. for his 
popular exhibitions and far Summer concerts, and is now known 
as the "iTijjptJdTOme." The meetings of the celebrated revival- 
ists, Moody and Sankey, were hold hare in the Winter of 1876, At 
the northwest comer of 38th street k the 0/mrch of the Atcme- 
ment, and at the southwest comer of SSth is the Butgert Presiy- 
tminn. The small church at the other corner of the same street 
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is the OhvTch of the Trinsfigur/itieii, popularly known as "7%e 
LitUe Church round the Ginger." At 30tli street is Zion'^ Church, 
and at lie comer o( 42d atireet Ih the beaatifiU Church of Hie Hoi, 
Trinity. At 44th street stauda St. Barth»tomeie's, one of the most 
elegant churches in the dfry. and at the oomor of 45th stretili 
the Church of the Biseiple). This nhnn^h is bnUt of iron, and 
is more ourioua than beautiful, t'lough it ia one nt the most popn- 
lar in New York. At the comet of 53d street is the 53d etreet, 
Memorial Presbyterian Church. At 70th street may be Been the 
beautiful Lenox Hospital, erected through, the liberality of James 
Lenox ; and at 8)Hih street ia the St. Luke'ii Home and the Vharch 
•of the Beloved Ditevple. among the most interestii^ buildings in 
the city. Aside from these, Madieoo Avenne presents nothing 
special beyood this point. 

Lexington Avenrie. 

This avenne naturally inoludi^s Irving Place, that begins at East 
14th street and extends nortJi between Third and Fourth Aven- 
ues to East SOth street at Oramerqy Park, At the other side of 
this small park the street ia continued under the name of Lexing- 
ton Avenne, as far north aa HainUton Square, at East 66th street. 
It is closely built up with dwellings of. the better class, as far as 
Bftth street and tiiough neither Irving Place nor the avenne con- 
tain many public baildings, they are both interesting as places of 
residanoea. At 14th street ia the Acidemy of Music, a large bnild- 
ii^ of rather forbidding aspect, and the latgest tJieater in the city. 
At the comer of 15th atreet ia Irving Hatl, used for concerts and 
publio meetings. At the northwest corner of East Uith atreet is 
the Westmlnater Hotel. At 30th street Irving Place ends at 
Qramerej/ Park. Beyond the park the first building of import- 
ance on Lexington Avenne is the Colkge of the Gitff of Nem York, 
occupying a large briok building in the Qothio stylo on the eonth- 
eaat corner of 33d street. Beyond thia point the avenne is entirely 
occupied by dwellinga, and makes a fine quiet street for the better 
class of residences. The church on ttie comer of 3Sth street is 
the Church of St. John the Baptist.. At the comer of 43d street 
ja the Asylum for Cripples. Just west of Lexington avenue, ia 
East 44th street, are the spaoioua and well-arranged Storage 
Warehtnaei of Measra. Oonidiui (fBe3ly <£ Bmtheri. They are 
flw latgeat and best in New York. Above this street the avenue 
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is being rapidly built up. It contains a few churclies and at G6tli 
street may bo seen the fine bnildings of the Motmt Sinai Hogpital, 
Bejoud this th.ere is nothing of Epeoial interest. 

Fourth Avenue and Bowery

The stores ate gener- 
ally o£ the second and third class, and it contains no buHdinga ot 
importance or special value, except the Di-y Doeh Bnitiiigs Bank

Third Avenue. 
Third ATenae le one of the latest and most populona single 
streets in New York, It estends from the junction of Fonrth 
Avenue and the Bowery at Sixth street, northward, between 
Fourth and Second Avenues, to Harlem River, More than six 
miles long in a perfectly straight line, solidly built np for almost 
the whole length, and wholly devoted to basineas, if makes one of 
the most remarkable streets in the world. Its wide toad-way and 
ample sidewalks, its euormoas traffic and the vast variety and 
extent of i\M commerce makes it well worth seeing, if for noth- 
iijg more than ita of^rflowing life and intense activity. At the 
same time it is not attractive in every respect, and may be 
called at once a sample of New York enterprise and municipal 
neglect. It shows no buildings of particular interest or im- 
portance,and is only of value to the visitor as an extensive New 
York thoroughfare and shop street. 

Sixth Avenus 

makes a second Broadway. It extends from Carmine street 
norti, between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, to 50th street, at Cen- 
tral Park. Beyond the Park it goes on to the Harlem River. Be- 
low the Park it is solidly built up its entire length, and is wholly 
devoted to retail stores of the first class. Above the stores all 
the buildings are devoted to tenements and flats. Some of these 
are very elegant and expensive, and the whole anpect of the 
street suggests successful bnainess enterprise and comfortable 
prosperity. Beyond the Park tlie avenue is only partly built up. 
The Sixth Avenue horse railroad occupies the avenue below 69th 
street, and everywhere the street is crowded with a lai^j-e traffic. 
Tbongh it does not present many public buildings of interest, it is 
one of the moat famous thoroughfares in New York, and is well 
worth a visit on account of its life, animation, and business activ- 
ity, Ita miles of stores offer every attraction to the shopper, 
with the added charm of being a trifle more sensible in the mat- 
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ter of prices than Broadway. The chief bnildrngs of interest 
may be found in the lower part of the avenue. At West 14tli 
street, a little to the loft ia tlie Lj/oewm Theater, and the Metra- 
podfan MvsfVM of Art, on opposite sides of 14lh street. At the 
southeast oonier of West 38d street ia Booth'i T/ieaUr, one 
of the most fasMoaahle places of amusement in the city. On 
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the opposite corner is the Maaimie Temple, perhaps the most 
costly and magnificent building of its character in the country. 
Besides the llaaoQic Halls and offices, it contains the spacious and 
mngniHoent fire-proof rooms and vanlts of the Central Safe 
Duposit Co, A few steps to the left, down West 33d street, is the 
new Twenly-iMrd Street Theater. At 5t3d street is the new Engle 
Theater, one of the most popular of its class. At S4th street 
Sixth A-yenn© croasea Broadway. At 40th street is the Marl- 
borough Home, and exteading from 40th to 43d street is Beaemoir 
Park. A number of small hotels may be found on this avenue, 
all of them more or less favorites with the traveling publla,

Seventh Avanue. 

This avenne begins at Greenwich Avenue near WeBt 11th street, 
and extends north between Si:cth and Eighth Avennee to fl9th 
street, at Central Park. It is more quiet than Sixth or Eighth 
Avenuea, and is partly occupied bj stores and dwelling-honses. 
The business portion extflnds to about 42d street, and from there 
to 50th it is lined with dwellings. Above that it is not wholly 
bnilt up. At 58th street is the famous CentTol Park Oarden, 
the summer-home of the Thomas orchestra, and the most noted 
pnblic resort of its kind in the country. There are few public 
buildiagB ot anyacoount on this avenue, and it is chiefly interest- 
injf as making the best entrance to Central Park for risitois on 
toot The Broadway line of horse-cars use the upper part of 
tliis avenue jointly with the Seventh Avenne line, and take^possen- 
gers to the same gate of the Park and to the Thomas' Garden. 

ESightb Avenue. 
This long and busy avenue begins at Greenwich Street, at 
Abingdon Sqoare, and extends northerly past Central Park along 
its western side to Central Bridge over the Harlem Biver at a point 
once known es "McComb's Dam." The only building of special 
interest in the lower part of the avenue is the Grand Opera 
Bouse at the comer of West 33d street. Beyond this point the 
avenue is entirely devoted to retail trade. A walk through the 
place of a Saturday evening gives one of New York's most pecu- 
liar H^hta. The petty trade that crowds every store and clit^fs 
to the edge of every walk, is something wonderful, while theirast 
throi^s of people out shopping by gas-light are more wonderful 
still Above 50th street a better class of stores and more expen- 
sive residences appear. At 59th street, 8th Avenue, Broadway, 
and the Boulevard unite in a circle or circus. A fine hotel fills 
one side and one ot the entrances to Central Park, fancifully 
called the "Merchant's Gate," makes another. To the left a 
short distance down B8th street may be seen the picturesque 
towers and buildings of the Boosendt Jlmpital. Beyond Sdth 
street, 8th Avenue follows the western edge of Central Park its 
entire length and passing the gates at T3d, Tdth, 85th, 96th, 100th 
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"wd llOth streets. This part of the avenoe is not yet built op, 
and ia liaed with market gardens and tbe temporary sbantieB of 
the laborii^ population Uiat "squats" in the unflniahed squares. 
Sejond Central Pack the avenue descends a long hill to the flats 
bordering Harlem Riyer, Here viems of High Bridgo and the 
surrounding oouutc; ma; be ohtaiued. At the river the avenue 
pasaea a lew scattered blocks of houEes and follows the old 
country road to Central Bridge leading to the main land. Beyond 
the river the Hudson River Railroad is crossed and the road 
enters the open couatry. 

Other Avenues. 

Berfdes the great avenues already mentioned there are a num- 
ber of otheis of equal length, but of less interest to the strai^r. 
At tbe east side of the city are the four shorter Avenues, known 
as Aveniiea A, B, C, and D. They each begin at Houston Street 
and extend northward to the East River. Avenue A is next east 
of Firdt Avenue, Avenue B comes nest, and C and D follow in 
order, each being shorter than the last. They are all occupied by 
a poorer class of houses and present no special features of interest. 
First Avenue and Second Avenue lie east of Third Avenue, and 
hoth begin at Houston street and estend northward to Harlem 
River between Third Avenue and the East Biver or Avenue A. 
They are compactly built up in the lower part, but opposite 
Central Park they are still more or less unfinished. Th? business 
and population has, for the most part, no particular interest for 
the visitor. On the west side of the city next west of Eighth 
Avenue, are Ninth, Tenth and Eleventh Avenues Ninth 
Avenue is closely built up as far as 50th street, and is chiefly 
remarkable as the site of the N'ew York Elevated Railroad. All 
of.these avenues are occupied by shops and manufactories and by 
tenements for the immense population that throngs them at all 
times. The peculiar shape of New "^ork city makes further 
description of the streeta unnecesaaiy. Broadway and the grea! 
avenues make its bnaiuesa thoroughfares, its residences are mainly 
on the croaa streets that intersect the island from east to west.

Hallj' appea» before our people. New York la a great center to 
wUH>h all artists, both musical and diamaljc, look for their 
Ugbest honare, and in torn the; all appear heie. There is no 
longer the sti^teat need to go abroad to beai and see " the gieaC 
Btars," for they are only too glad to ihine here, at least once in 
Uiejr liTes. Instead of America (ping to !Earope, the cream of 
Europe cornea to New York, and tie Tieitor to this city has ad- 
Tantagea of a cosmopolitan character in the way of entertainment 
thQlike of which cannot be found in London or Paria. Chief 
among New York places of amusement come the first-class 
tJieatera. Each may be briefly mentioned in order and the Tial- 
itor (hki then select to Hoit himselt The prices Tar; greatJy, but 
eren at tlie best honaea the charges are reasonably low. The 
Fifth Avmue Theater, located on 3S^h street near Broadway, 
is a select and fashionable resort, devoted to firat-clasa dramatic 
perfOTtaancea, ably, correctly and tastefully given by the best 
artiEtB. The dramas are generally of the modem society type, 
and are always perfectly unexceptionable in every rerpeot. 

Wallack'a Theater, on Broadway near Union Square, is a 
llBUdsome theater, devoted eKclosively to first-class [Jaya. The 
mounting aud acting are invariably of the finest and most artistic. 
The [days geueially belong to the highest modem school. The 
Union Square Theatei;, on Union Square, rivals the Fifth 
Avena^ and Wallack's in point of artistic rendeiii^ of Its per- 
formances. The company is maintained at a high standard and 
the plays given are always admirably presented. The dramas 
commonly belong to the modem French school. 

Booth's Theater, on W. 33d St. , near Bixtb Ave. , Is one of tbo 
most elegant theaters in the world. It is celebrated for the per- 
fection and acouraoy with which its plays are preaented. Kona 
but artists of the first class appear here, and, though there is 
much latitude in the selections of the plays, all are produced in 
a manner to satisfy the most exacting. The largest theater is the 
Academy of Uoslo, 14th St. and Irving Place, devoted to 
opera and dramatic performances of the highest order. The 
Park Theater, is a popular resort among all classes. It is located 
on Broadway, near 3ed street. Its plays are admirably presented 
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and are ^neTall7 Amerioaa In obaracter, both in action, ecene and 
Btor?. The 

layoeum Theater, on West 14th street near Sixth ArennsB. 
Its plays and operas aie ooramonlj French, and are usaally 
given in that language. All its performances are admirably 
acted and mounted, These seven theaters are all first-class 
■n point of expense, and the sittings are about alike in price. 
Visitors will always find them open in the winter season, and may 
always telj on tie very best dramatic and operatic entertainments 
Uiat can be found in the country. Besides these theaters are a num- 
ber of smaller houses, each attractions of more or less value. The 
Stadt Thsater, at 45 Bowery, is devoted to German plays. 
Qermania Theater, is another house devoted to the drama in 
the German language, and is located on East 14th street near 
Third Avenue. One of the largest theaters in New York is the 
Orand Opera Bouse, OQ Eighth Avenue and West 33d Bt; it is 
open occasionally for spectacular and melodramatic performances. 
Olympic Theater,"No. 034 Broadway, is devoted to varie^ 
entertainment. The 

Eagle Theater, on Sixth Avenue and Broadway, is a new and 
veiy pretty theater devoted to the lig'hter kinds of dramas. 

Tony Pastor's new Theater, No. 685 Broadway, presents a 
variety of plays and sketches generally of a light order. 

Wood's Museum, on Broadway near 30th street, usually offers 

popular melodramas, besides the attraction of the Museum iteelf. 

Twenty-Third Street Theater, on West 33d street near Sixth 

Avenue, is devoted to sensational plays. Besides, these theaters 

are one ot two others o£ less importance, but the above list is 

ample for the intelligent visitor, and will furnish amusement in 

variety for a number of nights. In Negro Minstrels there is one 

excellent entertainment of the nsual stamp at the 

San Francisco Miastrela, on Bnradway neat SSth street. 

StdnVKiy HaU, on East 14th St. near Broadway and Fourth At. , 

Chlckering HaU, corner of Fifth Avenue and 18th street, and the 

Aeadtmj/ of Mvsic, are the usnal places devoted to concerts in the 

winter. First-class concerts are given at these places almost 

every night from October to June, and the particulars may be 

found in the daily papers. 

The Central Park Garden, on Seventh Avenue near 59th St., 
is in the summer a resort for lovers of instrumental music. 
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The Hippodrome a vaet building ooonpying the entire square 
between Sladison and Foactli Avenues, E. SBtli and E. 27th 
BtreetB, is also devoted to luneic in tbe Bnaimer, Below ie a 
tabulated alphabetical list of the principal plaeea of amueeinent. 
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ART OAZ.LEHat8. 

New York, though not well sappfied wit!i free art galleries, bna 
a number of ait stores, all of which are open to the ■public, and 
these make up in part for the absence of a. great gallet;. Tbe 
Aaidemy of DpMgn on the comer of B. 83d street and Fourth 
Avenue, is the lai^est and beet gallery in the city. Bxhibitions 
of paintings are held here at certain times in tbe year, and a 
small fee is chai^d at tbe door. The MetitipoMtan Mvatum of 
Art, devoted to painting, sculptore and ceramic art is open 
nearly all the year round, and is free to the pnblic on Mondays. 
A fee is charged other days. The museum is Bne, for one so 
recently founded, and is located on W. 14th street near Sixth 
.Avenue. Cooper I'Mtitule^ Free, Fourth Avenue and 8th St., 
and the ffistorisal Sodety, Cor. Second Avenue and 11th St., 
where strangers are received by introdaction, are interesting 
Jn addition to these are n number of picture galleries 
42 
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attached to picture etores, all of which axe freel; open to the 
public Kno(M6T<t C'i>.'g,late QoupU'a, at the comer of 33d street 
and Fifth Avenue, is the most noted of these. Cottier & Co., So. 
141 Fifth Avenue, JDcludeH ceramic art, etoined ^Iobb, and the 
higher kinds of household decorations. Sned(c&i-'a at Fifth 
Avenue, and Sclmug's No. 740 Broadway, are devoted to oil paint- 
ings and engravings. At H. Woodn, Jr.'t., No. 836 Broadway, 
may be seen a large g^ery of engravings and chromoa. At 
Kvrtz'g Photograpliic Gallery, on 33d Street (Madison Square), is 
a fine gallery in which paintiDga of all kinds are often on exhibi- 
tion. Besides these are a gceat number of lesser places, all of 
whioh display pictures of varying merit. At variona times dur- 
ing the season, galleries of paintings are displayed at the vatiotia 
aft auctidns, due notioe of which may be found in the daily papers. 



The Aitor Librarg, founded by John Jacob Astor, in 1848, 
is free to all for reference, but none of the books can be 
taken from the building. It is located in Lafayette Ftace and 
numbers 148.000 volumes, "^e MereanUle Library, in Astor 
Place, is genperal in ita character. It has a laige reading-room 
and keeps ita shelves well supplied with all the new books. It was 
established in 1848, and is free to its members only. It counts 
148,000 volumes. The ^Sodety Library, in UniverMty Place, 
was organized in 1754. It has a library of &4,000 volumes, read- 
ing-room, etc. It IS esiilusivolr used by share-holders, and Buch 
others as may pay a small annual fee. The Apprentice's lA^/raiT/, 
belonging to the " General Society of Mechanics and Trades- 
men of the City of New York," is free to apprentices ; others 
pay a small fee. It is of a general character, nunibering 50,000 
vdiimes. The Library of the Hiatffrieal Society^ numbering' 
40,000, and the Ededio IMrary, 30,000 volumes, stand n&it in 
impoctauce. The Nev) ForA ingtititts Lain Library, in Cham- 
bers street, is open to members of the bar on payment of a small 
fee. It numbers 17,500 volumes exclusively on legal subjects. 
The Cooper Unum, Lthrwy, of a general character and number- 
ing 12,600 Tolnmea, is entirely free. It also Includes a free read- 
ily room, both located in the Cooper Union at the junction of 
Fonrth and Third Avenues. The Library of the AsioeiatUm of 
tA« Bar of New Tork, located in 37th street, was started in 
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ISTt and now nnmbera 8,000 voluratB. The OeosrapMcal So- 
ciety, and the American Instit'ifc, have libraries of about 11,000 
volumes eacK The Toung Meal's Christian Assodatiim has a 
general librarj of 10,000 Tolumes iu its building, on East 23d 
Btceet, for the use of itfl members only. The City Library, in 
the Citj Hall, consists entirely of public dooumente, and ie free to 
Buch as wish to coDEult its 4,000 books. The Mott Memorial 
lAbrary, devoted to medical and scientific books, was founded by 
the widow of Dr. Valentine Mott. It numbers 4,000 volnmea 
ajid is free. Besides these are the Womaii'a Libra/ry, in Bleeok- 
er street, numbering' 3,000 volnineB and free to working-women ; 
the Library of Vie Natural IListory Bodety — 5,000 vols,; 
the tibtary of the Medical Library and Jtmrnal Asiodation, in 
EnsbSStli street— 3,500 vols.; the Hailem Library— T,000 vols.; 
the Printers' Library— 3,500 vols,; and the Washinylon 
Hdghti Ubrary, with 2,500 volumes. The Lenox IMrary, occu- 
pying a, magnificent bnildiiig on Fifth Avenue between 70th and 
71st streets, is not yet open to the general public, but promises to 
be one of the finest libraries in the city. We append a list :

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CENTRAL PARK DIRECTORY. 
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CEIIfTRAL PARK. 

Central Park ia the great pleasure gronnd of New York, and 
the chief point of interest tor risitors. If the stranger with but 
half a day at command fails to visit it, he misses the great 
" show place " of the city. Any city can show its streetB, hotels, 
theaters and churches. Few can eithibit such rural charms, 
adorned by art in the midst of ita streets and houEwa. Eight 
hnndred and fotty-three acres of lawn, drivea, shady walk, garden 
and wood, lake and brook, right in the heart of tlie town. At 
once a sanitary mesBure, plnj gronnd lor children, grand arenuea 
for lordly carriages and whispering places for lovers. The wilder- 
ness of maish. rough hill and tangled woodland, extending from 
59th to 110th streets, between 5th and SthAvennes, was taken in 
hand by the engineer and landscape gardener in 1853, and even 
to-day it is not finished, th6ugh millions of money have been 
spent in the best investment New York ever made. There are 
two ways of seeing Central Park, afoot or with a horse. Neither 
will show the whole, as the drives miss much of the finer and more 
elaborate features of the places, and the walks fail to give some 
of the lieft prospects and out-looks. More than this, many points 
of interest are not in reaoh of carriage or foot path, but must be 
Been from a boat. There are 15 miles of carriage roads, 8 miles 
t>t bridle paths for horseback rideia, and over 35 miles of walks. 

Lai^ and comfortable open carriages are provided at the Fifth 
and Bighth Avenue entrances, for all visitors who care to drive 
through the grounds. The fare tor the entire trip up to Mount 
St. Vincent, at the northern end of the Park, and return is only 
85 cents. By taking a retntn or transfer ticket, the visitor may 
leave the carriage at the end and may return from any point 
where he chooses to take another oatriage. For instance, on 
leaving the Fifth Avenue gate, a transfer ticket is taken (without 
eitra charge) and after spending an hour or more at the art 
galleries and flower gardens on Eighth Avenue, carriages may be 
taken and quite another road may be traversed to 59th street. 
Another good plan is to leave the carriage at the Terrace, cross 
the Lake and going through the Bainble, visit tlie Belvedere. 
Then walk along the breezy paths roond the great Besevoirs to 
Mt. St Vincent, where any carriage that passes may be taken 
back to the E^hth oi Fifth Avenue entranoee. Another pleaaant 
trip is to waUc to the Terrace and then take a carriage for 
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Ut. St. Vincent. From tliis place a lothei longer, but eEceedliigIj> 
pictrueaquB walk, may be taken through the woods and up ihe 
lovelj valley that leads off to the weat towards Eighth Avenue aud 
then through the pine woods to the Belvedere and the Bamble. 
Crosaing the Lake again another carriage may be taken at the 
Terrace for home. The simple ride up and back, a distance of 
about five mUea, shows many of the chief points of interest in the 
Faik and gives a most obarming journey. All the grand tomouts 
and carriages may be seen on the road and stops are made at such 
places as offer good views of tlie various statues and prospects. 
From three o'clock till dark is the best time to see the driving 
and the display of fine horses and gorgeous apparel. Saturday 
and Sunda,y are the most brilhant days of the week, but at any 
day or hour there will be much to see and enjoy. These Park 
carriages are under the control of the Park Commissioners and 
may be ta^en without hesitation as they are always safe and 
clean. Everybody uses them, and they are considered quite as 
elegant as the public hacks that may be hired at the gates. These 
hacks and open carriages charge 50 cents or more for each passen- 
ger and only hold four. The visitors who prefer them, will find 
plenty at each entrance, but sensible people go in the cheaper 
and more democratic Park carriages. 

The Bridle Roads. 

These roads are marked " for visitors on aorsebaok only," and 
are eicluaively devoted to their use. They join the drives neaf 
the gates and pass throagh some very retired and interesting parta 
of the Park. A good galop may be obtained upon them witJioat 
fear, as they avoid the gtaater part of the drives and go under 
or over nearly all the foot) paths. 

The Park Afoot. 

This is, by far, the best way to see Central Park. The visitor 
who has only a short tine to give to the place, and who wishes to 
"do all the sights" as tasUy and conveniently as possible, had 
best take a Seventh t venue car and enter at the " Artisan's 
Gate " at the end of S.. zenth Avenue on 59th street. On enter- 
ing, the broad path ma/ be taken that gently curves to the right, 
and passes under a pretty vine-covered bridge. The bridges 
in the Park are all at great interest and beauty. No two are 
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alike. Each la a study in itself, and it Is well worth the while to 
notice them. Beyond the bridge the path climbe a, small hill and 
ccoBBOB an iron bridge over one of the bridle paths. Here wo 
turn to the rig-ht and presently come to the great lawn 

Play Ground. 

Visitors are generally not allowed to walk on tlie grass, but on 
certain days this place is declared free and then thouaanda of 
boys and young children roam on this wide field and play boll and 
other games. On such days signs are patnp marked, "Common," 
•md then the grass land ia free. OS to the left here may be seen 
a mass of high bare rook. Such places as this, where there ia no 
grass, are always free everywhere in the Park. Going on we pass 
through a rustle arbor and come to the 

Oaronsel, 

Here are swings, a " merry-go-round," and plenty of amuse- 
ment for the younger children. Leaving these delights, we turn 
sharply to the right and go under another bridge and come to a 
high rock bank surmounted by an immese rustic arbor. This is 
one of the sights of the Park, and it is well worth while to turn 
aside and climb over the smooth rooks to see it. Coming back to 
the path we soon come to 

The Dairy. 

This is a restaniaut where milk and ice-cream and a few tdmpla 
things are for sale, and it furnishes a nice place for children's 
lunches. Swings and other amusements are provided near by. 
Just before reaching the Dairy the path turns to the r^ht and 

The Marble Arch. 

This is an archway under the road, with steps leading up to 
the paths beyond. The arobway and stairs are all of marble, and 
the structure is both massive and beautiful. Mounting the steps 
we come suddenly upon one of Uie grand s^hta of the Park, 
Jlere the drive divides and we enter 

The MaU. 

This a broad path lined with trees and extending from the 

Marble Arctr to the Terrace. It gives a fine view of this part of 

the Park and makes the grand promenade. The Belvedere tower 
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can be seen at the end of the long viata, and here may be seen 
ttU ga; drifing and the orowda of pleasure- seekein, on their wa7 
to the lake and tlie rambles. The famouH goat carriagsB, for in- 
fant rides, are here also. Three of the best statues in the Park 
may been seen here. The statute of Sbakspeare. a standii^ 
figure, comes first. (Teict is the %ure of Walter Soott; and 
a, Hhort distance to the left is a fiine figure of an Indian hnnter 
and his dog. Farther oS to the left may be seen the larg^e level 
field known as 

The Oonunon. 
A flock of sheep roam over ihe grass, tended by a gray old 
shepherd and a rery knowing shepherd dog, whose acdona in hia 
care of the flock afford amusement and study for all interested 
in such matters. Instead of taking the Uall and going dixeotly to 
the Lake we may here take the first or second path to the r^ht. 
Passing' onder the road we follow the windii^ path down hill and 
under another stone bridge to 

The Museum and Menageria. 

Here a collection of birds and wild animals of vatious kinds 
and a mnsenm of natural history is opened free, and an hour or 
more may be profitably spent in examining both. The objeotB 
are all close together, and it requires no special guidance to And 
them all. Having seen these thit^ take the same path back aa 
far as the place where it divides just under three great willow 
trees. Keeping on we pass another small ptay-ground for chil- 
dren, and keeping off to the left soon come to a part of the drive. 
Orossmg the road-way and taking the path to the right, and then 
keeping off in that direction, we come to a few stone steps and 
then eater a long rustic arbor at the 

Oraat Olrcle. 

Here many of the pleasure riders tnm in, and driving round 
view the prospect or stop at the pretty stone cottage for lunch. 
From the arbor there is a view on one side down over the Mall, 
where the bands pl^, and over the terrace and the drive. The 
atone cott^e to the right is 
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The Casino. 

It is a lunch room or reetsurant, and is much, patronized by 
the visitocB who come in carriages. Walking through the aibol 
we may go down the steps and conm out on 

The Terrace. 

This ie the moBt striking and remarkable featnie of the park. 
It is of a fine soft stone and covered with the moet beautiful carv- 
ingE*. The central stairway goes down under the road, and the 
two side stairways are beyond the road. The three flights of 
stairs all meet below on the edge of the lake at the great bronze 
fountain. Going down the central stairs we enter an arched hall 
devoted to a restaurant. The walls ate beautifully decorated with 
colored tiles, and it makes a cool and pleasant spot for a cream 
Inncb. The other stairways show the outside of the terrace, and 
g^ve one an opportunity to examine the figures of birds and 
auimaU carved in the atone walls and massive balustrade. Pasa- 
ii^ the fountain below, we come to the boat landing on 

The Labe. 

This irregular body of water cannot be all seen at once from 
any one spot, and the best way to eiamine it is to take a boat 
ride. The trip takes about half an hour and is very enjoyable. 
There ale two classes of boats, one at a low price for all who 
choose to go with the general company, the other boats may be 
hired singly for a little larger fee. The prices are placarded on 
the boat honse, and if the visitor has time it is well worth while 
to take the trip. From this point we may contiune our walk by 
taking the path to the right of the boat landiag and following 
the shore of the lake. We soon come to a fine iron bridge over 
Che lake, and from the top get a good view of the lake and the 
beautiful shores on both sides. The swans and other birds also 
make a feature of interest. The shelving shore at the left of the 
bridge is known as " The Beach," and in a favorite place o( 
reaott in warm weather, CrosBing the bridge we enter the most 
intereBting part of the whole Park, and known as 

The REUable. 

This, as its name implies, is a place where one may ramble for 
hours through shady paths, through mossy dells, over picturesqae 
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bridges, along winding lanes, among deep thieketa, paat bold roeka, 
•nd through woods and scattered graaa. Tie paths, both small 
and great, wander in eTery conceivable direction, and croaa each 
other in such a delightfully ccnifuaing way that there is no end 
of amusement in loUowing them to see where they really do go. 
Arbors and seats are placed everywhere, and pretty views come 
as surprises everywhere. By tiling the broad path from the 
bridge, a little to the left, we soon come to the donkey stand, where 
the children may indulge in a donkey ride if tbey are ao inclined, 
following the shore of the Lake we soon cross a rastio bridge, and 
mounting some Htepa come to 

Tho Schiller Monument. 

This is a portrait bust, and is said to be a fine work of art. 
Turning to the right we follow the signs pointing the way to 

The Cave. 

This is found in a deep rooky dell, and is worth yisitii^ for the 
Bake of the picturesque viewa it affords at both entrances and for 
the Bolenm company of owls sitting inside. Passing through the 
Cave we may climb the steep atepa beyond, Mid take the path over 
head, or we may return by the way we came. If we return the 
path may be taken to the left and soon after to the right. This 
leads to a broad path up the hill to the right again. At the nest 
turn go to the left, and the path will lead as up over the rocks to 
the top of the bill where stands 

The Bolvedere. 
This is a stone tower or ont-look gfiviag an extensive view 
over the park and the country road about. To the south may be 
seen the spires of the lower part of the city. To the west is the 
Hudson and the country beyond. East of the East River some of 
the Islanda, Harlem, and the Long Liland shore. To the north lies 
the two great reservoirs, and beyond there is the upper part of the 
city, with a glimpse of High Bridge. At the foot of the tower on 
the east aide the path round the reservoirs may be taken throi^h 
a pretty valley of hedges A few steps beyond to the right is a 
flight of stone steps leading down into the Ramble again. No 
particular directions need be given here. The visitor may wander 
wheie helikes, look at the rabbits, peacocks and other birds, and 
51 
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eMilffind his own way back to the lake. CcosBing by the Bridge 
ws may take the path along tlie beach, and go port way round 
the Lake to the rig'bt. Meetii^ the drive again, we come to the 
Btatne of "the Falconer," placed on a high rocky bank. Here the 
path along the road'Side may be taken to the left, and )>reseiitly 
we come to the Common again. Here is a bronze group of eaglee, 
and another patli leading past there to the Mall. Another path to 
the right leads to the little eoda fountain stand called 

Tlie Springs. 

From thifl part we may keep off to the right, and 1^ goingroond 
the Common come out the 8th Avenue entrance on SOth street. 
By returning totha Mall we may keep on down the drive- way to the 
left, orto Fifth Avenue and 59th street. At the end of the Mall, 
nearthe Marble Arch, the paths to the right along the road-way 
lead to Sixth and Seventh Avenues. The path on the right hand 
mde leads to Seventh Avenue, and the path on the left of the road 
goes to Sixth Avenue. This walk does not by any means include 
all the Park. It hoa shown all the chief points of interest within 
easy reach, and placed them in such an order as to enable the 
strainer to see as mOch as possible in a short time. 

Other Part*. 

Bewdes Centrd Park, New York has a number of smaller parks 
or squares. The Battery, at the foot of Broadway, is the oldest 
and most famoos. Bowling Gtreen is dose to it, and is also an- 
other relic of revolutionary times. City Hall Park and Union 
and Madiscm. Squares have each been described under the head of 
"Broadway." Washington Square is bounded by Waverley Place, 
Macdongal, Fourth, and Wooeter streets, and isomumented with 
trees, lawns, and a fountain. Tompkins Square is between Avenues 
A and B, joining Tenth and Seventh streets. Stuyvesant Square 
was formerly a part of the old Peter Stuyvesant farm, and 
was a gift to the city. It is bounded by Bntherford and Stuy- 
vesant Places, and B. ISthandB-lTtb streets, while second Avenne 
crosses it from north to sonth. Gramercy Park is a private park, 
onThirdan^ Fourth A venues, between E. SOthand E. 21st streets. 
Reservoir Park is on Sixth Avenue, and is described under tbat 
Avenue. Besides these are Hamilton Square, situate betveea 
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Third and FourthAvemies, near 6Stli and OTtli Btreets. Bloonung- 
dalo Sqnare, between Eighth aud Sixth Avenues and W. 63d and 
Slth BtxeeCa. MlLDhattan Square, on the same avenneB between 
■\V. 77th and Slst streets. Mount Motris Sqnore, in Harlem, is 
one of the most attractive and piotuieeque of the emallei equarea ; 
it is between 130th and 134th atceets, on Fifth Avenue. 

Eixoursiona Round About. 

the vioinitj of New York presents attractions in every direction 
and in the greatest variety. Not only are the two large cities of 
Brooklyn and Jersey City within easy reach, but by the sea shore, 
along the two rivers, and in the conntry beyond are many places 
worth Tisiting. All the most populai places of resort are con- 
nected with the city by boat or rail, and the ezonrsions thus offered 
nco both cheap and plentiful. The first, and perhaps the best, 
are by the sea shore. Long Branch, the fashionable sea-sida re- 
sort, is within easy reach by boat or rail from Jersey City. By boat 
the visitor lands at Sandy Hook, and affording views of the 
Highlands of New Jersey, a short ndl ride by the beach. 
Coney Island and Rockaway Beaches are nearer, and are both 
reached by boats, and each presents g^ood surf bathing and all the 
usual delights of a very demooratio watering-place. Stat«n 
Island, stjll nearer the city, may be reaohed by boat in half an 
hour. Boats touching at places on the east side of the Island 
take one quite near the KarrowB and within easy walking of the 
forts and heights. Boats for the north side of the Island go 
through the long inlet known as the Kills, and passing a nnmber 
of pretty villages enter Baritan Bay, afEording- some charming 
views of the Jersey shore and Orange mountains. Another line 
of boats run farther on to Perth Amboy, and making a still more 
extended excursion. Other excursions may be made to Flushing, 
Jamaica, Babylon, and other points on Long Islaud by rail and 
ferry. Boat esonrsions may be made on both the East and North 
River. Boats to Harlem leave every half hour from down-town 
piers, and passing np Eafit river skirt the eastern side of the city, 
pass Blackwell's, Ward's, and Randall's Islands, each with their 
pnblio and charitable institutions, and entering Harlem river, 
stop near the Third Avenue bridge. Here other boats may bo 
taken for High Bridge. This famous place of resort is noted for 
ftfl great stone bridge carrying the Cioton water pipes ovot the 
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deep Tftlley, and its picturesque BceBery. High Bridge may aJso 
be ceached by mil from the Gmnd Central Depot. From High 
Bridge the oara may be taken up tie Harlem River vallej to 
Spayten Duyvil on the Hudson. The ride from this point down 
the river to 84th street eives a fine view of the Hudaon and the 
Palisades, and passes the villages of Mount Washington, CaimanB- 
ville, and MaohattanTille, and the west side of the eitj, of which 
they form a part. Boats on the Hudson give excursions of vaiy- 
ing' length, from the little half -hour trip to Fort Lee to tlie all- 
day trip to Albany. Yonl^ers, Tarrytown, and West Point may 
all be visited by boat or rail within ten honrs. TSo more roman- 
tio and beautiful river scenery can be found in this country than 
on the Hudson, and the visitor sbotild go up as far as West Point, 
even if he neglects everything else. The Hudson is Sew York's 
great natural show piece, and if one is visited the other should be. 
Evrai in winter there is much to see from the car window, as the 
railroad dings to the shore the entire distance. 

The Cemeteiisft. 

There are eight great cemeteries near New Tori, and each is 
finely laid out and profusely ornamented with monuments. 
Greenwood is located on Gowanus Heights, Brooklyn, and is 
easily reached by horse cars from South Ferry or Hamilton Fenj. 
The Cemetery of the Evergreens is also in Brooklyn, and may be 
reached by horse oars from Atlantic, Fulton, and South 7th street 
ferries. Cypress Hills is just beyond the Evergreens and is 
reached hy cars from Pulton, South, and WiUiamsbucg ferries. 
Woodlawn is near Fordham, on the line of the Harlem Railroad, 
anil is reached by that line. New York Bay Cemetery is on the 
west rUiore ot the Bay, two miles an a half bey d J rsey C t
